FOOT ‘AND MOUTE DISEASE AT 
POK-FU-LUM, 
eS, ene 


The reply from the, Colonial’ Veterinary 
Surgeon (Mr, C, V. Ladds) relative to the recent 
outbreak of foot and mouth disease at Pok-fu- 
lum dated 28th December, was submitted at, 
the meeting of the Sanitary Board. this after. 
noon. Jt said that in answer to the Board's 
letterof December 21st referring to the recent 
outbreak of foot and mouth disease at Pok-fu- 
Jum and requesting a further report with special 
reference to its probable causes, he regretted 
being unable to add much'further information 
to that contained in his two previous 
minutes. There were four ways by which in- 
fection might have been conveyed viz, by 
actual contact’ with diseased animals, in food 
or fodder, by infected clothing worn by. em- 
ployees, and by the air at short distances, 
outbreaks had originated in such a’ mysterious 
way that until comparativel¥ lately professional 
men felt thenselves justified in? attributing 
them to Spoutancous Generation, which was 
pethaps what the Acting P, C. M, O. meant by 
"falling down from heayen "and although this 
theory was now universally discredited, it 
was not more: than twelve. years’ since 
‘it found a public defender in a leading 
member of the Uritish Medical Profession. 
He could no mord explain the source of sucli 
outbreaks ‘than could she Board's Medital 
Officer account for cases of small-pox’ which 
might arise’ in any of his districts.” He quoted 
the two diseases together because in neither 
had any specific organism been isolated. :

Now, however, 
the Kwongsai hospital.and gentry of Lung 
Shin say that this land fies outside of the 
boundaries spécified in the deeds and bas been 
acquired by building dikes along the river. 
‘The cultivators of the land have paid little or 
nothing in the way of taxes. Now the gentry, 
want to get control of this land and increase
